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Scientist Who Predicted Phe- 
nomena Connects Sun Spots 
With Northern Lights. 


Owing to a remarkable magnetic dis- 
turbance in the far North Friday night 
telegraphic communication between St. 
Louis and New York and other points 
was greatly disturbed. The disturbance 
is known as the aurora borealis, or 
Northern lights. . 

Dispatches from Chicago to the Post- 
Dispatch say that the telegraph wires 
east dnd north of that city worked 
badly ail day Friday and late into the 
night. 

The Post-Dispatch’s direct wire into 
New York was practically useless until 
1:30 o’clock Saturday morning, impeding 
the receipt of the cable news from Eu- 
rope. It did not improve until 3 o'clock 





Saturday morning and then the matter 


dribbled along until the magnetic influ- 
ence of the aurora borealis ceased to be 
felt. 

A dispatch from Pittsburg says that 
the aurora borealis flashed from west 


to north Friday night, the display last- | 


ing nearly six hours. It was not re- 
ported in St. Louis or the vicinity. 

This is the magnetic display predicted 
by John A. Brasher of Pittsburg, the 
well-known scientist and astronomer. - 

During the disturbance Prof. Brasher 
made & measurement of an enormous 
sun spot which he photographed. The 
spot covers an area of 2,250,000,000 square 
miles of the surface of the sun and has 
a temperature estimated at 60,000 de- 
grees above zero. Dr. Brasher believes 
there is a close connection bétween the 
aurora borealis and the sun spot, to 
which the magnetic disturbances which 
put the telegraph lines temporarily out 
of commission is also due. 


SEVENTY-FIVE PASSENGERS 
SAVED AFTER STEAMERS CRASH 


Sailors From One Puget Sound 
Vessel Restrain Men and Women 


From Leaping Overboard. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 12.—Seventy- 
five passengers were rescued from the 
steamer Sentinel after {it had collided 
with the steamer Chippewa in a dense 
fog in Puget Sound today. A panic fol- 
lower the colHsion and the rescuers 
with difficulty restrained the  terror- 
stricken passengers from leaping over- 
board. 

The Sentinel was badly damaged, a 
great hole being torn in her side. Dis- 
tress signals were immediately sounded 
and the crew of the Chippewa manned 
their lifeboats and went to the rescue 
of the Sentinel’s passengers. 

Men and women were running about 
the decks of the Sentinel in confusion 
and many were about to leap into the 
water when foiibly detained by the 
Chinpewa’'s officers. 

As soon as the Sentinel’s passengers 
had been taken off, the crew of the 
damaged vessel beached her west of Se- 
attle. The water, which had rushed 
into the hold through the hole in her 
side, had just extinguished the boat's 
fires when she was beached.

Must Contribute Twice to 
Democratic Organization .

Democratic politicians have begun the 
collection of 7% per cent of the 
September salaries of City Hall em- 
ployes. The money is to be used to 
procure a full registration. 

It had been previously decided to as- 
sess the City Hall job holders 10 per 
eent of their salaries, but owing to the 
strict supervision that the Election and 
Police Boards will make over the regis- 
tration it was decided to make two 
assessments instead of one. 

The first assessment of 7% per cent 
will “be used entirely for registration 
purposes, and an extra assessment of 
the same amount will be made for the 
November election, according to reports 
that have reached City Hall clerks, 

Democratic politicians fear that with 
the fraudulent names striken from the 
registration lists they will have great 
difficulty in carrying some wards that 
have been heretofore overwhelmingly 
Democratic. 

Policemen Expected to Contribute. 
*City Hall collections are veing made 
by William J. Flynn, Assessor and Col- 
lector of Water Rates, who has long 
been identified with the Democratic ma- 
chine; Buildiisg Commissioner Smith, 
who is the political sponsor for Patrick 
J. Gill, who received the benefit of the 
Miles-Brennan support in the Third and 
Sixteenth wards in his race for Con- 
gress, and Harry R. Fardwell, who rep- 
resents Harry B. Hawes in the city ad- 
ministration. : 

- report is current at the City hall 
that the Democratic politicians are ex- 
pecting many policemen to contribute 
to the campaign fund, and the sugges- 
tion has also been

The Democratic politicians expect to 
get between $6000 and $7000 out of the 
City Hall employes for registration pur- 


poses and as much more for the general 
election. 

It is generally conceded by politicians 
that with the fictitious and fraudulent 
registration eliminated in some of the 
downtown wards the Democratic vote 
will be reduced by one-half in those 
wards. Jt is upon these wards that the 
Democratic machine has relied for its 
majorities for the tickets in the past. 

When new judges and clerks of elec- 
tion appointed in these wards, and with 
close supervision under the direct au- 
thority of the election and police boards, 
the politicians fear that it will be a dif- 
ficult ‘matter to pad the registration

There is. no question of the grand jury’s hav- 
ing the support of all the decent citizenship of 
St. Louis in its efforts to uncover election crimes 
and to bring’election rascals to justice. Every 
good citizen is in hearty accord with all official 
efforts to purify elections. 

As for the press, every independent newspaper 
in St. Louis is not only supporting the Governor, 
Circuit Attorney and grand jury in the work of 
investigating election frauds, but is urging offi- 
cials to make the investigation exhaustive and to 
let no guilty man escape. Even the partisan morn- 
ing papers, although. wasting space and words on 
each other’s derelictions, are at least enthusias-

. But the press can do no more than point out 
the duty of public officers, print the facts and 
arouse the public mind to a realization of the 
duty of voting for honest men and of holding pub- 
lic officers to strict accountability for the per- 
formance of their duties.

The people can support officers who are trying to 
do their duties with sound sentiment; they can 
be of some assistance in giving information con- 
cerning judges and clerks of election and concern- 
ing illegal registration, but the actual work of 
protecting the ballot box from frauds. devolves 
upon the public officers appointed and paid for 
that purpose. 

The responsibility for honest elections cannot

In cther words, the judgment. or decree of the 
court is law and must be obeyed whether it is 
right or wrong, but if the judgment or decree is 
wrovg the reasoning upon which it is based may 
he criticised; “to criticise,” meaning to analyze 
and discuss with intent to understand. 

It ought to go without saying that every per- 
son must obey the decree of the court because it 
is part of the law of the land, and this without 
questioning its character as “good” law or “bad” 
law. The superior courts or the Legislatur2 wil! 
attend -to that. But every person may criticise, 
that is, analyze, discuss or refute the reasoning 
upon which a decree is based. He may not rebel 
against the decree, dispute its legal authority o1 
impute motives to the judge; but he may dis- 
pute tke judge’s logic and legal reasoning and 
prove to his own satisfaction and to others, if hc 
can, that the logic is faulty. 

If such criticism is forbidden how are we ever 
to know that a decision is right or wrong. Mr. 
Hadley says that anybody, the apple man on the 
corner or the professor of law in the university, 
may criticise the decision if it is wrong. There 
he stops, saying nothing of what they may do if 
the decision is right. And yet more melancholy, 
he does not tell either apple man or professor 
how he can possibly know whether the decision 
is right or wrong until he has criticised the 
rational ground of it; that is, the reasoning of 
the judge. 

Mr, Hadley was not fair to his audience or to 
the readers of his speech. He leaves them in 
worse confusion than they were in before. A 
few words added, however, would have made all 
clear.

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THE “SALOME” IMPROPRIETY. 

Chicago's Chief of Police doing his duty as an 
officer the other day felt obliged to attend the 
matinee to see whether the “Salome” dance, with 
its mear-tude suggeSstiveness, was permissable 
or not. He decided that it was, and the press 
agents seem tOshave made a great point of it— 
not so much of his favorable decision, but of the 
fact that his presence was necessary. 

We believe that he missed a great opportunity 
to set up a high example of Chicago good taste, 
in not “pulling the show.” The mere fact that it 
did not quite come within the blue-coat purview 
of “indecent behavior” does not spare it the con- 
demnation of good taste or even of common 
morality. When a performance so impudently 
verges the line of district court definitions as to 
become even a question for the police, that of 
itself is an affront to public taste and public 
morals. . 

No squeamishness about art and no objection 
to the nude in its classic sphere and proper set- 
ting are involved in the censure of what must be 
construed as a frank appeal to coarse sensuality 
and the boldest challenge to propriety. 

Were it not for that sensational character “Sa- 
lome”’ might be lightly ignored as a rather stupid 
exhibition. Surely there is nothing specially di- 
verting, except possibly for a purely comic ab- 
surdity, in the cavortings of a creature with a 
gauze-covered pretense to nakedness made of 
fleshlings, or even of cosmetics, who caresses fron 
time to time a dummy wax head that looks badl; 
An-need of the barber. The Chicago police might 





be shifted from the public servants charged with 
the duty of guarding the ballot box to the shoul- 
ders of the people. The people can only hold 
their public servants responsible for derelictions. 
The responsibility for fair elections rests pri- 
marily with the Election Commissioners, whose 
offices were created for the’sole purpose of super- 
vising registrations and elections, to the end that 
an honest vote and an honest count may be guar- 
anteed to the people. The judges and clerks of 
election are the appointees of the Election Com- 
missioners. They are directly responsible for the 
correctness of registration and for keeping the 
poll\books free from fraudulent names. This re- 
sponsibility cannot be evaded. 
The duty of maintaining order at the polls and 
protecting election officers‘and voters from in- 
timidation and violence devolves upon the Police 
Commissioners. They cannot dodge their re- 
sponsibility. 
The duty of investigating election crimes und of 
exposing and punishing election criminals rests 
with the Circuit Attorney, the grand jury and 
the courts. They cannot escape their responsi- 
bility. 
The prime duty of the people is to vote honest 
men into office and to keep out of office dishon- 
est and inefficient men. The people’s duty is to 
vote right on election day, and their chosen offi- 
cers must see to it that they are protected from 
violence in voting and from fraud in the counting.

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MR. HADLEY ON THE COURTS. 

In a Labor Day speech Mr. Hadley, observing 
the misunderstanding in the popular mind as to 
the right to criticise the decisions of the courts, 
says it is due to “the failure to distinguish be- 
tween reasoning of the courts in their decisions 
and the decrees that they render.” 

He explained that a decree of the court is a 
part of the law of the land and should be“obeyed 
by all. “But,” he added, “whenever a court ren- 
ders a decision. which is wrong, it is not only the 
right but the duty of the people to criticise that 
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“Financial Force Bill,”’ written by Festus J. Wade. 
I suppose he thought he was coining a phrase that 
would come with sonorous sound from the G. O. P. 
spellbinder during the campaign, but let us see what 
there is in it. The law that requires insurance com- 
panies to deposit large sums with’ the Insurance De- 
partment Mr. Wade would call an insurance force 
bill, although it is held to protect the policy holders. 
For some reason, the taxes we pay to protect society 
and maintain the Government is also a financial force 
bi'l. In fact, every law of church or man that im- 
poses a duty is, from this point of view a force Dill. 
Mr. Wade knows that the relation between the bank 
and depositor is one simply of debtor and creditor 
and a common business transaction. If I went into 
Mr. Wade’s real estate office to borrow money, the 
first thing he would ask me, before he would become 
my creditor, is what is your security? A depositor 
would get a chilly smile from any bank if he asked 
for security of his deposit, for all the banks have 
joined in refusing such a request, except to the big 
fellows who have very large amounts to deposit; but 
that large class of depositors, especially savings bank 
depositors that Mr. Wade appeals to are cut out. 
The banks are unanimous in this as they are in re- 
fusing to go into a voluntary guarantee fund. Mr. 
Wade says that the double liability clause or law is 
enough of a burden-on the national banks and one 
would think that if the guarantee fund law was add- 
ed they would all go into State banks. But no, he 
says that if the guarantee law goes into effect that 
all the State banks, savings and trust companies 
will go into national banks. I want tb illustrate what 
I consider one of the strong points in tavor of the 
guarantee law: In June, 190, the Salmon & Salmon 
Bank of Cliton, Mo., closed its doors and the Bates 
National Bank of Butler, Mo., closed its doors in Sep- 
tember, 1906. The receivers of these banks found all 
the available securities of both banks hypothecated 
in Kansas City and St. Louis banks to raise money 
to continue business with. Now I would like to ask 
Mr. Wade and his allies if these Kansas City and St. 
Louis banks had been paying a tax to secure depo- 
itors, would they not have quickly guessed the sit- 
uation and tipped off the proper officer to get busy 
in Clinton and Butler? The Salmon bank wil] pay lit- 
tle or nothing; the Bates National, with its double 
liability burden and an assessment of the ful] value 
of the shares by the Comptroller, may pay 75 per 
cent to depositors. If the guarantee law had been 
in effect it would be different. Will anyone dispute 
for a moment that under such a law, self-preserva- 
tion would not impel banks to keep tab on the oper- 
ations of other banks and I think that Is just what 
the opponents of the law fear most, for it is a well- 
known fact that banks become aware of the shaky 
condition of other banks long before the people su3- 
pect any danger. Ss. W. D.

NO. 30.—GEORGE WASHINGTON AND MARTHA CUSTIS 


TWENTY-FIVE-YEAR-OLD Virginia militia Colonel—tall, bony and 
heavy of build—was carrying dispatches one day in 1768 to his Britis! 
commander. The ride was long and the dinner hour was near. There 
Was no particular haste about the delivery of his dispatches, so he turne: 
aside to dine at the house of a friend. For Virginia planters in those days 
kept ‘‘open house’ to all their passing friends, and it was no uncommo 
thing to see a dozen guests gathered around such a man’s table. The youn: 
Colonel found, that day, among other diners at his friends home, a pretty, 
plump young widow, Martha Custis. 
Mrs. Custis’ husband had died a year earlier, leaving her one of th< 
Wealthiest women in America and mistress of a. fine old mansion, which, 
strangely enough, was known as the “White House.” Mrs. Custis was as at- 
tractive as she was rich. The young militia Colonel, too, was somewhat of a 
celebrity, even in that early time. He was George Washington, owner of the 
Mount Vernon plantation and hero of a series of daring Indian campaigns. 
Indeed His Majesty, George III, had not a braver, 
}more capable militia officer in all his American colo- 
nies, 
Thus it was not unnatural that Washington and 
'Mrs. Custis should often have heard of each other. 





_ They fell into; 4alk at the dinner table, and so engrossing did the Colonel find 


the pretty widow's: conversation that, when it was time for him to start once 
More on his ride, he could not summon the courage to leave her. His horse 
was brought to the door at the hour he had appointed. The negro groom walked 


tho animal up and down for en hour or two; then took it back to the stable. 


And still Washington and Mrs. Custis talked on. It is the only known occasion 
where the future Father of His Country turned his back on duty and let a 
woman’s smiles lure him away from his military labors. 

Yet Washington, if all reports be true, had, up to that time, been more or 
less of a‘“‘ladies’ man.” For instance, as a mere lad, he had fallen madly in 
love with the daughter of a neighboring planter—Mary Bland, whom he used 
to call the “Lowland Beauty.’ But he was then poor and with scant pros- 
pects, and had, moreover, a mother to support. So his suit came to nothing. 
Next he is said to have paid violent court to Miss Sally Carey. He begged 
her to marry him, but she had other ideas, and the future President was re- 
jected. 

After his afternoon _and evening with Mrs. Custis, Washington belatedly 
delivered his dispatches, then rode back with al] speed to the widow’s own 
home to renew his wooing. So successful was he that before the end of the 
first call he won her promise to be his wife. It was a ‘‘whirlwind courtship” 
and the fair widow's heart was fairly carried by storm. The wedding was de- 
layed for some months, as Washington was obliged to go North on a cam- 
paign against the French and Indians. During his absence he wrote Mrs. Cus- 
tis a letter, saying: 
Whose life is now inseparable from mine. Since that happy hour when we 
Made our pledges to each other my thoughts have been continually going to 
you as to another self.’ . 

In January, 1759, the two were married. Washington was a month less than 
27, Mrs. Custis two months younger than he. At the wedding the bridegroom 

wore a blue suit lined with red silk, a white satin 
) LOVE AND THE waistcoat and gold knee buckles. The bride was clad 
in a white silk overdress with a quiltea white satin 
{ REVOLUTION. skirt, and wor2 diamond and pearl clasps 
Ne brooches. Formany years the couple enjoyed the 
peaceful seclusion of a rich Virginian planter’s life. They had no children, but 
their mutual devotion was held up as a model to young lovers. Then the Rev- 
olutionary War broke out and the quiet home life ended. Of this troublous 
time Mrs. Washington wrote: 

“T foresee dark days and domestic happiness suspended. * ®° 
heart is in the cause. George is right. He is always right.” 

She shared her husband’s headquarters during the hard winters of the 
war, dressing as plainly as a farmer's wife and ever toflfng to help the 
sick and wounded soldiers. After the war, when Washington became President, 
this simplicity of theirs was changed for almost rega!] pomp. At last the Wash-

SHAG IN RIVER 
ENDS CAREER 
THE TENNESSE 


Steamer Sinks Near Kansas 
City With Great Hole 
in Hulk.

rrightened Passengers, Reas- 
sured by Captain, Reach 
Shore in Safety.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 12.—The 
Steamer Tennessee nas made its last 
trip. A snag in the bend of the riv- 
er, just above the mouth of the Little 
Blue River, tore a hole six feet long 
in its hull and ended the Tennessee’s 
career. Alongside a small island the 
boat Hes, a broken hulk. What was 
Saved of the cargo of 214 tons, valued 
at $75,000 is hard to estimate. The 
loss may be anywhere between $25,000 
and $50.000. The Tennessee cost $7500. 
The owners say they will run boats 
next season as usual. 

At the mouth of the Little Blue, 
the Missouri River is divided into 
channels and a small slough. On pre- 
vious trips the boats have run the 
nerth channel, but recently’ this 
shoaled up, sending the water through 
the south channel, through which the 
pilots had never run. 

Pilot L. G. Thompson, a man of 11 
years’ experience on the river, was at 
the wheel. 

_Pilot Tells of Accident. 

“We came into the channel at slow 
speed; I judge hardly a mile an hour,” 
he said after the accident. ‘‘We had 
gone about half a mile when I felt a 
slight jar. I thought perhaps it was 
a reef. The way the Water was boil- 
ing we couldn’t see anything, and there 
was not a ripple to show the presence 
of a snag. 

“Suddenly I heard someone shout 
‘Beach her.’ I knew then that we had 
struck 4 snag, and all 
do was to rnake for a shallow bank and 
gave the cargo and the lives of the pas- 
sengers. 

“I found as good a place as I could 
800 yards or so beyond the snag. The 
old boat sank the minute the bow 
touched the shore. I hadn’t any time to 
spare. It ‘was my first accident.”’ 

Passengers Don Life Preservers, 

When the Thomas struck most of the 
passengers were on the forward deck. 
For several minutes they did not real- 
ize what had occurred. Then, as they 
realized the meaning of the confusion 
below, the yelling of the captain and 
the scurrying of the crew, the women 
screamed and the men rushed for the 
life preservers. Each passenger was 
supplied. 

Capt. Earp, however, assured them 
there was no danger and all were sent 
to the cabin roof, 

Engineers Stick at Posts. 

Down in the engine room Walter 
Bottom and H. C. Johnson, the engi- 
neers, remained at their posts with 
water up to their waists till the bow 
of the boat was pushed against the 
bank. Then thew swam ashore. 

“Everybody was just as coll as 
could be,’’ Capt. Earp said, ‘‘except 
for the passengers. Ne one was scared 
and every man of the crew did his full 
duty.’’ 

As soon as the passengers were 
ashore Capt. Earp gave orders to re- 
move as much of the cargo and furnish- 
ings as was possible.
